The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest reference of record is EP 0900792. The reference teaches piperazine and 
piperidine derivatives as 5-HT1 receptor agonists. See formula (a), page 3. The instantly claimed 
compounds differ from the reference compounds in substituent Q. It is methyl, ethyl, and 
cyclopropylmethyl optionally substituted with fluorine atoms in the instant invention whereas it 
is-CH2-C(R5R6)-Z-R7 wherein R7 is a cyclic group, aromatic group or hetero-aromatic group in 
the reference (see pages 3 and 9). A methyl, ethyl, and cyclopropylmethyl group substituted with 
fluorine atoms and an alkyl group substituted with a cyclic group are not art recognized 
equivalents and therefore, one skilled in the art would not have been motivated to modify the 
teachings of the reference. Thus, the reference alone does not teach or fairly suggest the instantly 
claimed compounds and therefore, the instantly claimed compounds are deemed to be novel and 
patentably distinct.
